150-STORY BUILDING PLANNED 


It Will Cover Two Squares in 

New York; Cost $100,000,000. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 8.—Plans for 
construction of a $100,000,000 of 
fice building of 150 stories—th-e 
highest in the world—is announced 
today by Charles F. Noyes, real 
estate operator, who will be as 
sociated in the work with David 
Schulte. 

The building will de erected on 
a site comprising almost two square 
blocks in the old garment center 
in downtown Manhattan, a short 
distance from City Hall. Leases 
in buildings now on the site, Noyes: 
said, will expire in seven years. 

The new building will be 1600 
feet high, more than twice as high

“Traditions of St- Louis” is the 
general title of the parade, which 
will portray the history of St. Louis 
from the prehistoric Mound Buiid- 
ers to the present day, the floats 
having been designed from original 
paintings by Oscar E. Berninghaus, 
St. Louis artist. The title float will 
carry a reproduction of the figure 
of St. Louis from the familiar 
statue on Art Hill in Forest Park. 

Occasional Rain Forecast. 

Unsettied weather with possibly 
occasional light rain was predicted 
for tonight by the Weather Bu- 
reau. In the event of rain at the 
starting time, the parade will be 
postponed until Thursday evening. 

The Prophet's ball, which ush- 
ers in the fall and winter social 
season, wili be held at the Coli- 
seum tomorrow evening with 
about 10.000 invited guests. 

Rigid traffic rules for (his eve- 
ning have been formulated with a 
view to preventing congestion be- 
fore and after the parade. A 
vehicular traffic wil be barred 
from the streets of the parade 
route while street cars auc busses 
will be rerouted over adjacent 
streets in an effort to enabie the 
public to see the parade ia comfort 
and go home quickly aftet u ards. 

The parade will start at 7 o'clock. 
15 minutes earlier than in past 
years, and barring acciderts will 
end at 10:20. The route changed 
for the first time in 20 years, will 
traverse Sarab street instead of 
Vandeventer avenue on the west, 
because of raconstructior work. 
and Broadway instead o: Fourth 
street. on the east, in order to keep 
within the traditional tength. 

For the first time the procession 
will move east on Olive street. 
passing the Lindell-Locust cutoff, 
and continuing to Jefferson ave- 
nue, providing a much greater 
area for spectators than has ever 
been had before. 

Subjects of the Fioats. 


In constructing the floats, ef- 
forts were made to maintain his- 
toric accuracy. Most of the floats 
will portray specific incidents in 
the city’s history, although some 
will be of the composite type with 
a touch of humor bere and there as 
evidenced by such titles as “Early 
Traffic Congestion” and “The Gay 
Nineties.” The tities, explanatory 
of the nature of individual floats, 
follow in the order they will appear 
in the parade:

mate poverty. And in disposing of 
worldly goods, a religious . must 
consult her stperiors. On the 
other hand Miss Lemesneger could 
dispose of her fortune before re- 
entering the cloister. 
Father Was Wine Maker. 

At 38, Miss Lemesneger is the 
sole surviving daughter of the late 
Georges Lemesneger, who emi- 
grated from France in 1872, 
achieved wealth as a wine manu- 
facturer in Los Angeles and pur- 
chased large tracts near the city 
when it was a town of less than 
10,000 inhabitants. 

Los Angeles has surged out to 
and beyond Verdugo Canyon tract 
of 1234 acres, one of the vintner’s 
purchases now in the west end of 
the city. Golfers and homeseekers 
have landscaped it with bunk 
and rose gardens and the boom 
city of more than a million in- 
habitants has sent the tract into

The filing of five suits against 
Mrs. May Otis Blackburn and other 
members of the cult, seeking the 
return to $44,000 as well as an oil 
lease and 164 acres of Ventura 
County land, was disclosed yester- 
day while police investigated the 
death of Miss Rhoads and re- 
ports that many members of the 
religious order had disappeared in 
the course of its operations. 

Officers said several followers of 
the cult who had been named as 
among the missing had been found. 
Criminal charges of embezzlement. 
sworn to by Dabney and Mrs. 
Nellie R. Banks of Indianapolis. 
previously caused the arrest of 
Mrs. Blackburn and her daughter, 
Mrs. Ruth Weiland Rizzio, “priest- 
esses” of the organization. 

Dabley in his suits charges he 
and other cult members advanced 
money to Mrs. Blackburn pending 
completion of her book, “The Sixth 
Seal,” which was to disclose, by use 
of “the lost measurements,” min- 
erals beneath the earth's surface. 

Police placed a guard at the 
home of Dabney as a result of 
death threats reported received by 
him. Twelve threatening letters 
arrived yesterday, he told officers. 

The body of Willa Rhoads is 
held by the county chemist Hend- 
ing an examination to determine 
the cause of death. Her foster 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. William 
Rhoads, said the girl died in 1925 
of diphtheria. An autopsy failed to 
show the cause of death and a 
chemical analysis was ordered. 
Tests. to determine the cause of 
death of seven dogs buried beside 
the girl also are being made. After 
a superficial examination police 
said the dogs were poisoned. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rhoads are held as 
witnesses pending determination of 
the cause of the girl’s death.

SAN FRANCISCO, Colo., Oct. 8. 
John L. McNab, San Francisco 
attorney, returned from Washing- 


ton yesterday and announced that 
he was about to begin drafting 
legislation for better prohibi- 
tion enforcement and relief of 
Federal Court congestion. Me- 
Nab was chosen by President 
Hoover to plan a statute to 
take administrative machinery 
of prohibition enforcement from 
the Treasury Department and place 
it under the jurisdiction of the 
Department of Justice. 

“The staggering part of the task 
that President Hoover has asked 
me to undertake is that of restor- 
ing the Federal Courts to their 
former position of respect in the 
eyes of the people of the United 
States,” said McNab.

Says All Guards Held as Hostages Would 
Have Been Killed If He Had Met 
Convicts’ Demands.

Francis Eugene C'awford, warden 
of Coloradg State penitentiary, is 


vindicated him for his ref-1sal to 
comply with demands made by 
mutinous convicts last Thursday 


and Friday. 

The prisoners, led ty Danny Dan 
lels, had captured 10 prison guards 
They demanded that Warde: 
Crawford provide two automobiles 
for the escape of the ringleaders 
of the riot, If he did not comply, 
they said, they would kil) the 
hostages, 

Seven of the guards were men 
with families. It was a tremend 
ous decision to make. 
concluded the criminais, even in 
tbe event he complied with their 
demands, would murder the 
guards in their flight. He flatly 
ref used. 

Warden Crawford is in his early 
fifties and has gray hair. He is 
a portly man, of nedium height. 
He is known as a humanitarian 
prison executive. Since 1927, when 
he assumed the wardenship, there 
have been no floggings at Canon 
City penitentiary. 


“Could Not Weaken.” 

“I think I did the only possible 
thing in refusing to treat with the 
convicts,” Warden Crawford said. 
“I could not weaken. There was 
too much at stake. At first, in 
spite of all I know about desper- 
ate men, I believed that Daniels 
end his confederates would not car- 
ry out their threats. It seemed too 
inhuman for belief. Even after 
they killed the first guard in cold 
blood, I still could not see the way 
to compromise.” 


“They had in their possession 10 
guards. They killed four in cold 
blood. The other six escaped with 
their lives. I believe the six who 
éscaped would have been killed 
outright if 1 had attempted to 
meet Daniels’ demand for two au- 
tomobiles and freedom, Itewas 
simply unthinkable for a minute to 
meet those demands, 

“Out of hand, a half dozen des- 
perate criminals cowed and terror- 
ized the rest and delivered to the 
prison authorities successive ulti- 
matums threatening the murder of 
successive guards. All of the 
guards held as hostages would un- 
questionably have been killed in 
the break for liberty, if 1 had sur- 
rendered. I am a prison executive. 
it is my duty to keep those men 
within prison walls. When they 
passed the line of the prison court- 
vard, under any circumstances, it 
would have been my duty to order 
them shot down.” 

Considered No Ruse. 

Warden Crawford was asked if 
he had considered any ruse through 
which, in apparent compliance with 
the demands, he might have res- 
cued the guards and captured the 
convict ringleaders.

From 5 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, when he made known his first 
refusal, until 12 hours later, when 
the convicts were slain by their 
leader, the Warden’s associates at 
the prison gave him no peace. They 
argued for capitulation while he 
shook his head. He also refused 
to allow the Nationa] Guard howit- 
zer to be turned against cellhouse 
No. 3. In that structure, in addi- 
tion to the four ringleaders—Dan- 
lels, James Pardue, A. H. Davis and 
Red Riley—were six surviving 
guards and more than 200 convicts 
locked into cells by Daniels. 

Tear gas, it is now established, 
wrought the demoralization among 
Daniels’ men that bullets and dy- 
namite had failed to produce. Dan- 
lels, according to convicts exam- 
ined by the prison authorities, said. 
“We can't stand this very long,” 
after six tear gas bombs had been 
flung into the cell house. The 
shooting of the convicts by Dan- 
iels and his subsequent suicide fol- 
lowed within an hour.

American Scientists Further De- 
velop Material Used in 
Precision Instruments, 

By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT, Oct. 8.—American 
automobile factortes have taken 
advantage of experiments made by 
German scientisis during the World 
War in the production of a substi- 
tute for diamonds needed in the 
manufacture of precision instru- 
ments. 

Developing the German experi- 
ments American scientists have 
produced a material so hard that 
it scratches glass like a diamond 
and named it carboloy. It is a 
tungsten carbide and has been 
called the hardest material ever 
manufactured commercially by 
man. Harder than the hardest ot 
high speed steel, its ingredients are 
carbon, cobalt and tungsten.

helm of the Boston club. Judge 
Emil Fuchs, president of the 
Braves, announced the change dur- 


ing the major league draft meeting 


last night. His salary was not 
revealed, 


McKechnie has had a strange 
career as manager in the majors. 
After piloting the Pittsburg Pirates 
to a National League pennant and 
world's championship in 1927, he 
left to manage the Cards. In 
1928 he led the Red Birds to their 
second title in three years but his 
team was routed in the world 


series and he failed to get a re- 
newal of his contract, being sent 
to manage the Rochester Club of 
the Interntaional League at the 
start of the 1929 season. When 
the Cards experienced their disas- 
trous slump later in the past sea- 
son, he was recalled and replaced 
Billy Southworth. 

Announcement of his contract 
with the Braves came within a few

NEW FARE SYSTEM 


Public Service Co. Report 
for Fifth Week of Test 
Shows Decrease in Num- 
ber of Riders and Revenue 


The significant fact about the 
first five weeks of the new experi- 
mental street car fare is that it has 
accelerated the rate of decrease in 
passengers carried and has failed 
to add sufficient revenue to offset 
it. 

The new rate, which became ef- 
fective Aug. 26, for a 60-day trial 
period, is 10 cents for adults wao 
do not have weekly commutation 
tickets, and experience thus far is 
that about 39 per cent of the fares 
are at this rate. Passengers who 
buy weekly commutation tickets 
at 90 cents for 12 rides, with addi- 
tional rides at 5 cents, pay about 
57 per cent of all fares. 

The Public Service Co.’s report 
for the fifth week, Sept. 23 to 29, 
filed with the City Counselor to- 
day, showed a reduction of $9827 
in revenue compared with the cor- 
responding week of 1928 when the 
8-cent fare was in effect. This 
same decrease if maintained 
throughout a year would reduce 
the company’s annual revenue 
$511,000. 

Decrease in Fares 6.89 Per Cent. 

Total number of fares collected 
in the fifth week was 4,473,212, as 
compared with 4,804,130 in the 
corresponding week last year, a 
reduction of 330,918, or 6.89 per 
cent. The steady decline in num- 
ber of passengers in the last few 
years has been around 3 to 4 per 
cent a year. 

For the first time since the new 
schedule became effective, it failed 
in the fifth week to produce an in- 
crease in revenue over the preced- 
ing week and likewise the number 
of fares collected failed to increase. 

If the company’s earnings under 
a full year at the present fare 
schedule were decreased $500.000 
as compared with ‘the full year of 
the 8-cent fare which ended July 
1 last, it would still have left for 
its common stockholders for divi- 
dends and sinking fund the sum 
of $638,968. This would be evuiva- 
lent to $1.85 a share on the 343.620 


shares of common stock, or 14 per | By 
cent on the cash the holders paid 


into the company’s treasury for 
this stock, which was $12.50 a 
share. 

More Than 414 Per Cent. 

The amount available to the 
company for use of its property, 
out of which it would have to 
pay bond interest and preferred 
stock dividends, would be ap- 
proximately $3.000,000, equivalent 
to more than 4% per cent on the 
valuation of $65.489,680, the valua- 
tion of $63,500,000 allowed the 
company by the Public Service 
Commission plus additions claimed 
by the company. 

This earning would be more 
than 6 per cent on the price paid 
for the street railway system by 
the present owners, which was 
- $49,100,000.

LINDBERGH PARTY 


REPORTS FINDING 
MORE MAYA RUINS 


Ancient Buildings Never 
Before Seen by Whites 
Discovered in Jungles of 
British Honduras. 


By the Associated Press. 

MIAMI, Fia., Oct. 8.—Discovery 
of Maya ruins never before seen 
by white man was reported by the 


radio operator aboard Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh’s plane flying in the 
vicinity of Lake Yaxha, British 
Honduras, in a message to Pan- 
American Airways base here today. 

After reporting the takeoff from 
Belize on the third trip of the joint 
Carnegie Institution-Pan-American 
Airways scientific expedition and a 
danding and takeoff at Lake Yaxha, 
Radio Operator William Ehmer 
broke his roytine message with: 

“Flash—We have discovered reg- 
ular ruins now, circiing them. Sei- 
entists all het up.” 

The Miami base was ‘orking di- 
rectly with the plane in flight. 

Lindbergh, accompanied by Mrs. 
Lindbergh and members of the 
first aerial expedition into the un- 
known area of Maya Land, took 
off from Belize, British Honduras, 
at 10 a m., and headed into the 
interior of British Honduras to- 
ward Flores and the Tayasal re- 
gion, where the third stage of the 
exploration of Mayan ruins is to 
be made. 

Scientists With Him. 

Aboard the big Amphibian plane 
with the Lindberghs were Dr. A. B. 
Kidder, head of the archeological 
branch of Carnegie Institution, 
Oliver H. Richetson, also of the 
Carnegie staff; radio operator Em- 
mer, and W. I. Van Dusen of New 
York. Lindbergh was piloting and 
Dr. Kidder was riding eside 2 
in the cockpit. 

Continuing the message A 
rupted by Operator Emmer's flash 
of sighting of Mayan ruins, the 
radio told how after circling an 
oblong lagoon at Yaxha, Lindbergh 
brought the heavy plane to a pret- 
ty landing at 11 a. m. 

“Natives in a small village took 
to cover as we taxied across the 
lagoon, but reappeared. when Col. 
Lindbergh throttled down his mo- 
tors,” the message said. “We were 
down 15 minutes, landing for the 
purpose of studying the silhouettes 
of surrounding hills on one of 
which definite ruins were sighted, 
whigh Dr. Kidder said dated back 
to early Mayan civilization. 

“Twenty minutes ffm Yaxha, 
Lindbergh sighted two snow-white 
tops of temples at Wachum, peep- 
ing up through the vast jungle 
which has swallowed almost all 
trace of the ancient Mayas. We 
circled twice, discovering that the 
temples were built at opposite sides 
of a queer pyramid. Mr. Ricketson 
estimated the pyramid to be more 
than 100 feet high.” 

“After more circling of the sur- 
rounding hills we are now headed 
for Tayasal.“ the message con- 
cluded. 

At 11:35 the Lindbergh plane 
reported sighting “five columns of 
white” in the jungle near Tikal. 

They must be massive edifices. 
It is miraculous how they can be 
picked out,” the message said. 
“Lindbergh made three large cir- 
cles, while Dr. Kidder and Dr. 
Ricketson busied themselves with 
notes. All in the plane have become 
keen observers. Broken clouds 
made it a bti hazy, but otherwise 
the weather is fine.” . 

At 11:45 2. m. the plane was 
flying over Dr. Ricketson’s jungie 

camp, “a handful of little huts and 
the only cleared spot for many 
miles.” 

At the Uaxactun excavations, 
where earlier explorations discov- 
ered principal pyramid believed to 
have been a Mayan 
‘observatory dating back to the first 
century after Christ, the Lindbergh 
party found the once partly cleared

Plans Policy 


Meyric E. Rogers Takes 
Charge as Director, Out- 
lines Expansion Program 
—Will Try to Sense 
What the ePople Want. 


Popularization of the City Art 
Museum in Forest Park by various 
means is the foremost task of its 
new director, Meyric R. Rogers, 
who entered upon his duties ac- 
tively yesterday. In a talk with 
reporters he discussed ways of 
making the institution, which _is 
supported by a special city tax 
rate, even more useful, and the 
need of increasing its financial re- 
sources. He praised its character. 

Rogers, who succeeds the late 
S. L. Sherer, was director of the 
Baltimore Art Museum for the 
last two years. He arrived here 
from Baltimore on Friday and 
soon his wife and baby daughter 
will be here. 

To Sense City’s Needs. 

“My first job here.” said Rogers, 
“ig to completely sense the in- 
dividual needs of the city before 
going ahead with any theory of 
development. Like many Eastern- 
ers, unacquainted with the West. 
I was very much surprised at the 
quality of the collections, I had 
thought to find a museum built on 
the basis of ideas of 20 years ago, 
that this region might have been 
developing more or less by itself. 
without regard to what was going 
on in the East. However, this 
museum, for its size and resources, 
has one of the very best collec- 
tions. 

“With the acquisitions of the 
kast 15 or 20 years I am greatly 
pleased. My respect for Mr. Sher- 

whom I had never met, became 


| aimost unlimited when I saw what 


be had done. He realized the 
thing to concentrate on was to 
get together a fine collection of 
ij art objects, instead of devoting too 
much effort to the personal serv- 
ice of the museum. Now, prices 
have jumped go that it is almost 
impossible for a museum of mod- 
erate means to get good things ex- 
cept by a stroke of luck.“ 

As an example of prices, Rogers 
spoke of a Willlam and Mary writ- 
ing desk f marquetry, which Mr. 
Sherer bourht six or eight years 
ago for $1650, and which a dealer 
valued recently as worth £5000 
(about 325.00) on sale at London. 
It is not for sale. 

“Work Now Only Begun*” 

“Of course,” Rogers continued, 
“the collecting job is not complet- 
ed. We have the foundation. We 
believe that etting the best things 
is always a good policy. I conceive 
my job to be to put to work this 
fine instrument (the museum) 
which Mr. Sherer has left. It is 
now realized that museum work is 
only begun when you have a build- 
ing and a cliection. You have to 
open the doors to the minds of the 
people, to increase their capacity 
for the enjoyment of art. 

“Life today is so hectic that we 
have to compete with advertisers 
to attract the attent.en of our 
clientele—the people of St. Louis. 
We must bring the people and the 
museum in closer and closer con- 
tact as time goes on. In doing that 
we have to develop the personne! 
of the museum, to explain the 
things to visitors and work in oth. 
er ways. Having them is like hav- 
ing a mutual friend to introduce 
you to some one.” 

For More Public Carriers. 

Attendance has been from 350,- 
000 to 400,000 annually, a volume 
which astonished Rogers.

quent service, and Rogers thinks 
the lack of other public transpor- 
tation facilities has tended to keep 
some persons away. 

Funds of the museum compare 
fairly favorable with those else- 
where, Rogers said, but its in- 
come from taxes was only $221,- 
819 in the last fiscal year, and the 
annual increase in this revenue is 
comparatively small. The museum 
tax rate is 2 cents on the $100 
valuation. 

“We must compare ourselves 
with museums like those at Chi- 
cago, Detroit and Kansas City,” 
Rogers remarked. “Chicago has 
over $1,000,000 annual income, 
Detroit $500,000 and Kansas City 
has $600,000 for acquisitions alone. 
We should develop a metropolitan 
character. The museum serves not 
only St. Louis and St. Louis Coun- 
ty, but it goes beyond the State 
and serves the Mississippi Valley, 
having a larger territory than any 
other museum. 

“More Buildings Needed.” 

“To develop the museum re- 
quires funds. That is a problem we 
are going to have to meet and un- 
less help comes fairly soon we are 
going to find ourselves seriously 
crippled I don't wish to talk very 
much on this subject now because 
I’m not familiar enough with it. 
Our pbuilding, which was fine 
enough when erected for the 
World’s Fair, is inadequate. We 
need an auditorium, class rooms. 
proper office space and other fa- 
cilities.” 

The suggestion was made some 
time ago that the proposed new 
city bond issue might clude an 
item to enlarge the museum. Log 
ers spoke of the helpful and un- 
derstanding attitude of the mu- 
seum's board of control, composed 
of citizens. 

Born near Birmingham, England, 
36 years ago, Rogers came to 
America at the age of 13. He be- 
came a citizen in 1920. He holds 
degrees in arts and architecture 
from Harvard University where he 
was associate professor of fine arts 
in 1926-27. Previously he 
chairman of the art department of 
Smith College. For six years he 
was assistant cucator of decorative 
arts at Metropolitan Museum of 
Art, New York.

These 
acts were passed at a time when the United States 
was incensed against France for her aggression on 
American commerce. They were aimed at French 
sympethisers, who were exposed to charges of treason 
and deportation without trial, They also struck at 
the free press in that they forbade any printed 
defense of France in the United States. There were 
six prosecutions under the latter provision, and popu- 
lar resentment rose to such a pitch that the Federal - 
ist party, which had espoused the alien and sedition 
acts, was swept out of existence. The alien and sedi- 
tion acts came dangerously near to giving Federal 
Judges pewer to make any opposition to the ruling 
party a felony, and they are regarded to this day as 
one of the most drastic efforts ever made by Congress 
to destroy the liberties of the people. 

It would be a serious matter for Congress to pass 
such an amendment to the Volstead act as Senator 
Sheppard proposes. While it probably would destroy 


ular resentment to a-pitch that would make the whole 
status of prohibition extremely precarious. Its status 
now is none too good. Five states of the Union 
are refusing to acquiesce in prohibition, They have 
no enforcement laws of their own and are saying to 
the United States that if it wants prohibition in their 
borders it will have to send its own men to enforce 
it. To make the buyer and seller equally guilty 
would be to put other states in the category of these 
five. The prohibition law is already a terrible in- 
strument of vengeance; it would become an infinitely 
greater instrument of vengeance under such an 
amendment. The charge that one has bought liquor 
is a much more inviting means to blackmail or to 
punish one’s enemies than the charge that one 
has sold liquor. The number of buyers is infinitely 
greater than the number of sellers. Moreover, the buy- 
ers include members of Congress, the judiciary and 
persons in the most influential walks of life. To 
bring them down to the level of the bootiegger and the 
nYoonshiner would be as drastic a measure as the 
Slave laws or the alien and sedition acts. The Vol- 
stead act is, as Gen. Smedley Butler and many others 
have said, a class law. Is Congress sufficiently 
courageous to make good its own gesture and thus 
make sinners of us all? We doubt it. 

Perhaps to do so would be the quickest way out- ot 
an intolerable situation, It proved so with the fugi- 
tive slave laws, and it would no doubt prove so with 
probibition, The country has never been sincere in 
this sumptuary, law The best way to prove its in- 
sincerity would be to make prohibition absolute.

“MINDS ACROSS THE SEA.” — 

Under the caption, “Minds Across the Sea,” the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch printed an article by Wickham 
Steed, foreign editor of the London Times, which re 
veals an exceptional understanding of the American 
people and the American Government. One may 
doubt if there is another Englishmap, or, indeed, 
another man of any foreign nationality who knows 
Ameriean psychology and the way our Government 
functions as Mr. Steed does. 

In the matter of practical politics Mr. Steed makes 
an important point, The President of the United 
States, despite his immense executive powers, has 
less authority in the field of foreign relations than 
bas a British Prime Minister with a clear party ma- 
jority in the Commons, Durope does sot appreciate 
the significance of our constitutional prevision that 
requires the “advice and consent” of the Senate to 


make a treaty effective. That is the rock upon which | 


numerous essays in international policy have foun- 
dered. Official England, and particularly the Bald- 
win Ministry, Mr. Steed impatiently asserts, never 
realized that in effectuating international agreements 
an American President frequently needs help--the 
moral assistance of other Governments, He drives 
home that truth with citations and historical data, 
He supports his charge of ineptitude and incapacity 
against the Baldwin Ministry with similar proof. 

Getting down to the issue of the hour, he declares 
that “the reduction of naval armaments is the most 
serious business we have had on hand since the end 
of the great war.” The situation is described as 
critical and will not brook delay. It must be cor- 
rected and Great Britain must do its part. One of 
the things Great Britain must do is to define the 
purpose of sea power. “We have never faced the 
‘Freedom of the Seas’ frankly,” he asserts, “or sought 
to deal with it in such a way that it could cease to 
be a menace to Anglo-American concord.” It must 
be faced now, for the reason that “the peace of the 
world depends upon a positive understanding between 
Great Britain and the United States,” 

It is an astounding statement, coming from an Bu- 
gliishman of Mr. Steed’s experience, long professional) 
environment and presumed point of view, It is inspired 
manifestly by an extraordinarily comprehensive and 
acute knowledge of the world. It preseribes the same 
kind of pragmatic statesmanship which Dr. Strese- 
mann applied so successfully to the seemingly hope- 
less affairs of Germany.

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President Hoover to Attend 
Dearborn Affair Memorial- 
izing Inventor's Achieve- 
ments.

DEARBORN, Mich., Oct. 8.— 
Scenes that tell the past and fore- 
tell the future will greet President 
Hoover when he comes tc this city 
Oct. 21 to participate in the cere- 
mony memorializing the achieve- 
ments of Thomas A. Edison. 

The historical village that Henry 
Ford is creating on a 120-acre site 
already has assumed shape, and 
many of the buildings purchased 
in various parts of the country to 
form the “community of yesterday” 
have been restored to their original 
condition and placed on founda- 
tions. 

Just across the road, to furnish 
a sharp contrast, is the huge Ford 
airport, with its large hangars and 
the tall mooring mast for dirigibles. 
Completing the modern note are 
the Ford engineering laboratories 
and the other buildings of the au- 
tomobile plant, “just around the 
corner” from the scenes of an al- 
most forgotten past. 

As the day is to honor mainly

It is here that Edison will repro- 
duce his original experiment that 
brought the incandescent lamp to 
the world. 

There will be interest, too, in the 
Edison machine shops and perhaps 
less serious, but none the less keen 
interest in the small railway sta- 
tion where legend has it Edison 
once was thrown off a train near 
Port Huron by an irate conductor 
after the future inventor had set 
fire to an empty baggage car in the 
course of some experiments with 
phosphorous. 

The visit to the Ford home, 
“Fairlane,” will take President 
Hoover and Edison to another in- 
teresting section of the vast Ford 
estate. “Fairlane” skirts a trunk 


line highway, and tall trees per- 


mit a view from the road of only 
the top of the motor magnate’s 
home.

Lindbergh Lands on Small Pool in 
Jungle.

BELIZE, British Honduras, Oct, 
8.—Col. Charles <A. Lindbergh, 
seeking ancient Mayan ruins, yes- 
terday brought his large plane 
down in the midst pf the Yucatan 
jungle on a small pool. He and 
his bride inflated a rubber boat 
and, chopping their way through 
reeds and underbrush with hach- 
etes, made their way to shore, 
where they looked for relics of the 
lost civilization, 

Alligators, with which the lake 
is infested, kept their distance. 

While they were ashore, Mrs. 
Lindbergh served her husband, the 
two scientists with them and the 
plane's radio operator with a typi- 
cal field luncheon of raisins, ban- 
anas and crackers. They remarked 
they had been so engrossed in 
their search for ruins they had 
forgotten to eat. 


Quintana Roo, was fruitiess, the 
party finding neither ruins nor hu- 
man habitation. The stop was made 
at noon, while the party was on 
the way from Merida, Yucatan, 
across the peninsula to Belize, over 
a course of about 400 miles. 

The plane flew over several cities 
at which excavations have been in 
progress. At Chichen Itza the ex- 
plorers saw two massive ruins bor- 
dered on two pools of deep green 
water. The Temple of Warriors 
excavation of the Carnegie Insti- 
tute was xearly snow white. 

There was a gray pyramid exca- 
vated by the Mexican Government, 
reaching 150 feet toward the sky 
and surmounted by a temple, de- 
tails of which were disclosed clear- 
ly. Flying l over the thick jun- 
gle tops at les than 90 miles an 
hour the party passed the Yaxhuna 
ruins, 18 miles south of Chichen 
Itza.
